Additions to the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha (Eighth Edition) 

In pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rale 331 of the rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha (Eighth 
Edition), the following additions to the said rales as approved by Lok Sabha are hereby published :— 

331 0(1) There shall be a Committee on the empowerment of Women* 

(2) The Committee shall consist of not more than 30 Members, 20 Members to be nominated by the Speaker 
from amongst the Members of Lok Sabha and 10 Members fo be nominated by the Chairman, Rajya 
Sabha, from amongst the Members of Rajya Sabha. 

(3) A Minister shall not be a Member of the Committee, and if a Member, after his nomination to the 
Committee, is appointed as Minister he shall cease to be a Member of the Committee from the date of 
such appointment. 

(4) The Chairman of the Committee shall be appointed by the Speaker from amongst the Members of the 
Committee. 

(5) The term of office of Members of the Committee shall not excised one year. 

The functions of the Committee shall be¬ 
ta consider the reports submitted by the National Commission for Women and to report on the measures 
that should be taken by the Union Government for improving foe status/conditions of women in respect 
of matters within the purview of the Union Government including the Administrations of the Union 
Territories; 

to examine the measures taken by the Union Government to secure for women equality, status and 
dignity in all matters; 

to examine the measures taken by the Union Government for comprehensive education and adequate 
representation of women in Legislative bodies/services and other fields; 
to report on the working of the welfare programmes for the women ; 

to report on the action taken by the Union Government and Administrations of the Union Territories on 
the measures proposed by the Committee; and 

to examine such other matters as may seem fit to the Committee are specifically referred to it by the 
House or the Speaker and the Rajya Sabha or the Chairman, Rajya Sabha. 

331 Q The other Parliamentary Committees, including the Departmentally related Standing Committees, shall 
not, as far as possible, consider the matters which are exclusively assigned to this Committee under the 
rules.
